e Police Department Open Positions
o One Patrol Officer position- currently waiting for the new fiscal year to hire.
o Welcome our new Patrol Officer Brandon Evans his first day was August 21, 2017.
e Planning & Zoning Director
o Re-advertisement began August 11, 2017 and closed August 28, 2017
o Three interviews were held on August 28 & 29, 2017. One interview scheduled for September
11, 2017.
Public Works

e The water well at Grass Hill is complete and has been put into service full time. Hydro Resources has
completed drilling the new Huebner Well, at a depth of 600°. The contractor began work replacing
valves and installing yard piping.

e Getting estimates for fencing at Huebner-Onion homestead. Received direction on the type of fencing
desired from the Historical Society.

e Wrought iron fence for Huebner gravesite is in the process of being constructed at Cooper’s Forge. Once
constructed, it will be installed, along with the historical signage.

e The Evers Road sidewalk project continues with work on the Huebner Rd. bridge crossing in front of the
Silo Park. The approach leading to the CPS Energy plant was completed this week.

e Met with contractor for the new traffic signal system at Huebner and Evers. Mast arms and poles are
expected to take 13 — 14 weeks for delivery. The contract has been executed. Continuing to work with
CPS to coordinate site work.

e Contractor for LID parking lot at City Hall has removed existing asphalt. Sub-grade work continues with
about 35% of project completed. The parking area will be closed to the public for 60 days.

e Huebner at Timberhill CDBG project is in progress. 90% of drainage inlet work is complete. Sidewalks
and asphalt phase will be next.

e Working with engineer on Evers Road bridge project. 100% plans were submitted to TxDOT, and we
received TXDOT approval. The bid will be prepared and advertised with construction scheduled to start
in November.

o Still receiving quotes for various repairs at the Forest Oaks pool facility, a majority of the electrical
work has been performed — now getting quotes from contractors for the deck and retaining wall between
the pool and tennis court.




Purchased water rights — 23 acre feet — brings total owned by City to 1,630 acre feet.

Working with contractor for LC-17 to keep residents informed of progress.

The Don’t Block the Box campaign has been delayed, pending tentative approval from TxDOT.
Getting quotes for construction of a new pavilion next to the LV Community Pool.

Exploring ideas for new Veteran’s Park at Community/Conference Center grounds — will be

constructing a fire pit for flag burning ceremonies.
e We received notice from the Bexar County CDBG that the grant application for Cades Cove Water and
Sewer Main replacement project has been recommended for funding in the amount of $270,149.

Fire Department

Flood Event summary, August 7", 2018 — In response to the threat of Hurricane Harvey, the City of
Leon Valley’s Flood Emergency Response Plan (FERP), and Emergency Operations Center (EOC) were
activated. The team established response measures in anticipation of the Hurricane arriving, however the
storm travelled East into Houston. The department de-activated and worked to quickly support the
various rescue and recovery missions in Texas.



Deployment of Leon Valley Firefighters —Leon Valley Firefighter/Paramedics Mike Murphy and
Daniel Cano were deployed through the Texas Department of State Health Services, to support search;
rescue, and recovery efforts in Beaumont, Texas. Their response is supported through reimbursement of
federal disaster relief, and they are deployed as a coordinated strike team with Firefighters from Laredo
and Grapevine, Texas. The area is in need of trained professional Firefighter/Paramedics. Leon Valley
Fire Department, Engineer, Alex O'Rourke has been deployed as a Task Manager to coordinate the state
response of assets to various regions in Texas.

Meeting with COSA - Leon Valley floodplain leadership (Fire Chief, City Manager, Public Works
Director, Assistant Community Development Director) met with COSA representatives for a technical
meeting to discuss options for floodplain improvements along Huebner Creek. This was the first of what
IS expected to be several meetings to take place.

Guard presented at TFMA Fall Conference — The Leon Valley Fire Department Honor Guard posted
the colors for the Texas Floodplain Manager’s Association Fall Technical Conference at the Hyatt Hill
Country resort in San Antonio. Leon Valley Firefighters also presented a flag to the Association and
thanked them for their work in floodplain management excellence.

School Supply drive complete! — With leadership from our Library, and In cooperation with all City
staff, the department was able to help purchase $2,400 in school supplies for Leon Valley Elementary
School, and deliver a large amount of school supply donations to Driggers Elementary School. Both
schools are Title 1, and Teachers most often end up purchasing the much needed supplies. Thank you
for your support!

Accepting worn, tattered, and faded flags — The fire department has called out for flags needing
retirement. To date, the fire department has accepted 52 United States flags in varying conditions that
are in need of proper retirement. Rather than be improperly discarded, the fire department is planning a
ceremony with the Boy Scouts of America and the American Legion. The ceremony is scheduled for
Veterans Day, November 11", 2017, at dusk.

CPR classes in Leon Valley — Following the successful CPR save last month at HEB, Leon Valley
Paramedics offered free “Hands-only” CPR classes throughout the month of August. Leon Valley
Firefighters are able to report that they taught CPR to 300 people!

Community Development Department

Approximately 150 customers visited the Department in the month of August.

Staff continues to create digital records for permits and zoning files pre-dating City procurement of
InCode software. So far, of the 213 Specific Use Permit cases, we have entered 143 into the software
system, thanks in large part to our volunteer Mr. Larry Proffitt.

Staff has completed the proposed Master Plan, with the exception of revising the maps. We are hoping
to present the Plan to the City Council at the September 19" Council meeting.

Staff is working to revise the Tree Preservation Ordinance.

The soccer complex at Shadow Mist is actively working towards meeting the requirements of the Rule
11 Agreement and the Specific Use Permit. Several meetings have been held and progress has been
made in the submittal of an e-LOMA and with the removal of asphalt in the parking areas of the soccer
complex.

Staff continues to process an application for the rezoning of property near the corner of Grissom and
Timberhill from R-3A Multiple Family Retirement District to R-3 Multiple Family and B-2 Retail, and
an application for Specific Use Permit for a convenience store at the corner of Seneca and Bandera. Both
cases will go to Council on Sept. 5™.

Staff received an application for a Specific Use Permit and Staff is working with owners on a proposed
veterinary clinic (corner of Poss & Grissom), a proposed brewpub (Timco East), and a boarding kennel
(Grissom Road).



e Staff is preparing for a Board of Adjustment meeting to hear and decide a variance to the sign provisions
of the Zoning Code and an application for a variance to the Tree Preservation Ordinance for a developer
of a convenience store.
